Concentrating on two independent claims * 1 and 17. Claims have previously been amended 
to eliminate reference to transferrin receptor. 

I. New protein-polycation conjugates which are capable of forming, with nucleic acids 
or nucleic acid analogues, soluble complexes which are absorbed into human or animal cells, 
characterized in that the protein component of the conjugates is a protein capable of binding to a 
cell surface protein other than the transferrin receptor expressed by cells of the T-cell lineage, so 
that die complexes formed are taken up into cells which express the T-cell surface protein. 

17. New protein-polycation/micleic acid complexes which are absorbed into human or 
animal cells, characterized in that the protein component of the conjugates is a protein capable of 
binding to a cell surface protein other than the transfeimreceptor expressed by cells of the T-cell 
lineage, so that the complexes formed are taken up in cells which express die T-cell surface 
protein.

Even 
assuming, arguendo, that the applied art eliminates the deficit, would there have been a motivation 
to combine the art to obtain the claimed invention? - NO!
